pool aqu atics. 
It may come as a complete su r­ 
prise to y ou bu t if y ou thin k abou t 
it a little y ou ’ll see th at it is tru e 
th at hu man bein gs were n ev er 
mean t for an u n d erw ater exist­ 
en ce. 
This is n ot en tirely to say 
that they are n ot fishes, becau se 
lots of warm-blood ed 
an d 
air- 
breathin g an imals spen d a lot of 
time u n d er water. 
Bu t su ch, like 
the hippopotamu s an d the por­ 
poise an d the man atee an d the 
pelican , were can n y en ou gh to get 
it fixed u p with Mother N atu re 
th at w ate r d oesn 't en ter their 
n oses or ears. 
The pelican , for in stan ce, has n o 
extern al open in g to the n ose at 
ad , so th a t when their beaks are 
closed , as they arc when d iv in g, n o 
water gets in to the u pper respira­ 
tory passages. 
If y ou go u p real close to a 
hippopotamu s (I get this secon d 
han d ) y ou will fin d th at while he 
has v ery large n ostrils he has a 
membran e that he can close ov er 
them an d the n ose an d throat spe­ 
cialists to the hippopotami tell me 
he d oes close them when ev er he 
su bmerges. 
Fo also man atees, 
seals an d alligators. Althou gh the 
porpoise spen d s his en tire life in 
the wate r its n asal mu cou s mem ­ 
bran e is little better ad apted than 
man 3 to con tact with sea water, 


so it has merged its two n ostrils 
in to on e an d has a membran e that 
cov ers this open in g which it can 
close v olu n tarily when 
it su b­ 
merges. 
I t o s n ot on ly the possibility of 
bacterial in fection of the n ose 
from con tamin ation of swimmin g 
pools— most of them, so f a r as I 
can ju d ge are kept clean an d hy * 
gen ic— bu t the chemical reaction 
of the mu cou s membran e of the 
n ose is chan ged by su bmersion an d 
this lead s to su sceptibility to in ­ 
fection s an d cold s. 
Eabrican t has shown th a t the 
n ormal reaction of the n ose is acid . 
If it is chan ged to alkalin e it is less 
resistan t to in fection an d , as a 
m atte r of con firmation , the n asal 
secretion .when there is a cold or 
sin u s in fection , is alkalin e.

Again the mu cou s membran e of 
the n ose is con stan tly cov ered with 
a blan ket of mu cou s which is also 
protectiv e an d which sea wate r 
especially bu t also fre^h water 
strips off withou t cou rtesy .

higher in salt th a n blood an d 
ly mph an d tissu e so Dr. Martin H. 
Fischer has fou n d th at a salt so­ 
lu tion somewhat more hy perton ic 
than n ormal salt solu tion is a bet­ 
ter n asal ir rigator an d protector 
of in fection . 
H a recommen d s a 
hy perton ic Rin ger's solu tion as 
best of all 
(Rin ger's solu tion — 
sod iu m chlorid e, potassiu m chlo­ 
rid e, calciu m chlorid e, sod iu m bi­ 
carbon ate, mon osod iu m phosphate 
an d d extrose— an y d ru ggist can 
make it u p.)
